Pereas there are Five Common Fields, called, The Dyper-Feld, The 
WM Lower- Field, Berrey-cloſe-Field, The Hill Field, and Weſtbrook-Field, and 
gl Three Commons called Cowleys, The Heath, and Tateſcomb, containing 

gl Thirty-Four Yard-Lands, or thereabouts, Parcel of the Mannor of Sun- 

ml nimgwell cum Bayworth in the County of Berks ; of which Mannor Sir John 
Sronhouſe, Baronet, is Lord, and is al ſo Patron of the Rectory or Church 


of Sunningwell cum Bayworth aforeſaid, and ſeized of the greateſt Part of 


the faid Commons, and Common-Fields; and the other Part thereot is divided between the 
Reverend Johm Peniſton, Rector of the Pariſh Church of Sunningwell cum Bayworth, Chri- 
ſtopher Blower, Chriftopber Viner, Edward Hall, Fobn Shreeve, Richard Stimpſon, Thomas Ellis, yohn 
Brookland, and the Reverend Thomas Daiby, Clerk. Ti IP 
And whereas every Proprietor has a Right of Common over the Common - Fields and 
Commons, in Proportion to his reſpective Part or Share, and no other Perſon has any Right 
or Title whatſoever to the ſaid Commons, or Common Fields, J 
And whereas the ſeyeral Lands of each Proprietor lie inter mix'd and diſperſed over the 
whole Field, in ſmall Parcels, which, by long Experience, has been found very detrimental 
and inconvenient to the ſaid Proprietors, and has often occaſioned Diſputes among them. 
And whereas the ſaid Common Fields, by being kept in conſtant Tillage, and by the 
great Difficulty and Expence of carrying Soil and Manure to ſo many different and diſtant 
Places, and for want of incloſed Ground to keep a Stock of Cattle, are greatly impoveriſhed, 
and as they are now uſed and occupied, incapable of any Improvement. | 
And whereas the (aid Commons called Cowleys, The Heath and Tateſcomb, are now of 
little Ad vantage to the Proprietors, being. grown over with Furze and Heath, but if tht 
ſame were divided and incloſed, and the reſpective Proprietors at Liberty to convert the 
{ame into Tillage, might be greatly improved. 1 £ 
And whereas the ſaid Sir John Sronbouſe, and Jolm Peniſton, and all other the Proprietors 
(excepting the ſaid Thomas Dalby) have agreed to divide and incloſe the ſaid Commons and 
Common Fields, and to aſſign to every Proprietor his Share and Proportion according to his 
reſpeive lntereſt, and that each and every of them will accept and take ſuch Proportion 
and Share therein, as ſhall be ſet forth and aſſigned by Authority of Parliament, and ſhall 
fence and hedge in the Share and Dividend ſo to be aſſigned, and keep the Fences ſo to be 
made in good Repair, and enjoy the Parts ſo to be reſpectively aſſigned, in Severalty, and as 
ſeparate and diſtia&t Farms, in reſpect and lien of the Lands and Right of the Common which 
they now enjoy, with Liberty of Plowing and Sowing the ſame, Which will very much tend 
to the PublicK Good, as well as the mutual Ad vantage of all Parties concerned therein. 
Therefoze, for making ſuch Improvement as aforeſaid, the ſaid Sir John Sronbouſc, 
together with the Rector and other Proprietors of the ſaid Mannor and Pariſh of Sunningwll 
cum Bayworth, do reſpectively, and in moſt Humble Manner, 561

jeſty, by aud with the Advice and Conſent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and 
Commons, in this preſent Parliament aſſembled, aad by the Authority of the ſame, That 
the-faid Common Fields, called, The Upper-Field, The Lower-Field, Berrey-cloſe- Field, The 
Hill. Field, and Weſtbrook- Field, and Commons, called, Cowleys, The Heath, and Tateſcomb, 
ſhall before the Twenty-ninth Day of September, Which ſhall be in the Year of our 
| Lord One thouſand Seven hundred and Twenty-five, at the proper Coſts and Charges of 

the ſaid ſeveral and refpe&tive. Proprietors, be allotted and divided by the Honourable Charles 
Bertie, Docter of Laws, Nathaniel Thompſon, Doctor in Divinity, Robert Packer, Eſq; Au- 
thony Blagrave, Eſq; James Stombouſe, Eſq; Francis White, iq; Francis Juſtice Senior of

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Sutton -· Courtney, Eſq; Mr. John Green of Chilſwell, and Mr. William Davis Senior, of Be 
Commiſſioners appointed dy this Act, or the Survivors of them, or any Five or more of 
them, unto and amongſt the ſaid ſeveral Proprietors in Proportion to their-reſpeQiyelntereſs 
and to the Lands they now enjoy; and that each Proprietor ſhall hold and enjoy his Share 
and Part in Severalty, and as a ſeparate and diſtinct Farm, and ſhall have the ſame Eſtate 
and lntereſt in the Part ſo to be allotted; as he or they reſpectively now have in the Eſtate 
and Lands, in reſpect and lieu whereof ſuch Allotments are to be made. And ſhall fence 
hedge in, and incloſe the ſame, in ſuch Manner and Proportion as the ſaid Commiſſioner; 
zor the. Survivors of them, or any. Five or more of them, ſhall, at the making of 
ſuch: Allotment, direct and appoint. And that the aforeſaid Allotments, and the Eſtates 
and the Condition ot the Eſtates, whereby each Perſon is intitled to his Allotment, ſhall 
be at the like Coſts and Charges made in Writing, and ſhall be Enrolled at the General 
Quarter - Seſſions to be held for the ſaid County of Berks, + 
Pꝛobided nevertheleſs, that any thing herein contaigied, ſhall not extend, or be 
conſtrued to extend, to give unto the ſaid Commiſſioners, or any other Perſon or Perſon; 
whatſoever, any Power or Authority in giving any undue Preference, or the preferring one 
before another to any of the Parties concerned in reſpect to their Allotments or Shares on 
the ſaid Commons or Common Fields, or New Incloſure ; and that the ſaid Commiſſione 
in making their Allotments, ſhall have-Regard to the Goodneſs and Situation, as well as to 
the Quantity of the Lands to be aſſigned ; and ſhall allot to each Proprietor: bis Share and 
Part, ſo that it may be contiguous and lie together, or as near as conveniently may be. 
And whereas great Hurt and Damage may happen unto the Planting and Setting 
Quick Wood, ot any other Wood, for the fencing in any Part or Parcel of the ſaid New 
Incloſure, by Sheep or Cattle going in any of the Lanes or Roads which are to be leſt by 
incloſing the ſaid Commons or Common Fields ; Therefo2e be it Enacted, by the Au- 
thority aforeſaid, That any Proprietor or Owner of any the ſaid New Incloſure, ſhall 
have full Liberty for and during the Term of Seven Years from and after the ſaid Twenty. 
ninth Day of September, One thouſand Seven hundred and Twenty-five, to erect and ſet up 
any Gate or Gates acroſs any Part or Parts of the Roads or Lanes againſt his or their 
Lands, for keeping out Sheep and Cattle, to prevent their deſtroying any Quick-wood, or 
other Wood or Fence, which ſhall be planted for incloſing any Part or Parcel of the ſaid 
Commons or Common Fields as aforeſaid, they the ſaid Proprietors of the Lands diſclaim-

And whereas it is requiſite ſome convenient Time ſhould” be fixed for the Proprie- 
tors to accept of their Allotments or Shares, which ſhall be made by the Commiſſioners 
appointed by this Act, in Manner above- mentioned; Be it Enacted, by the 
Authority aforeſaid, That the ſaid Commiſſioners, or the Survivors of them, or any 
Five or more of them, ſhall, within Six Calendar Months after ſuch Time as they 
ſhall have admeaſured the ſaid Commons and Common Fields, and declared the Number of 
Acres contained therein, Divide and Aſſign unto and - amongſt the faid ſeveral Proprietors 
of the ſaid Commons and Common Fields, their reſpective Allotments and Shares; which 
ſeveral Allotments or Shares the ſaid Proprietors ſhall accept, have, hold, and enjoy as 
aforeſaid, and ſhall fence and incloſe the ſame in ſuch manner, and in ſuch time as 
the ſaid Commiſſioners, or the Survivors: of them, or any Five or more of them, 
ſhall direct or appoint. And if any Difference ſhall ariſe touching the ſowing, laying 
down, accepting or incloſing the ſaid reſpective Shares, or touching any Allowance or 54- 
tistaction to be made for the growing of Corn, or for Manure, or concerning any Intereſt of 
the ſaid Proprietors, the ſaid Commiſſioners, or any Five or more of them, ſhall have full 
Power and Authority, and are hereby Impowered and Authorized, to hear and finally de- 
termine the ſame.

_ Pzovived always; And be it further Enacted, That the Executors, Guardians, or 
Truſtees of any Perſon or Perfons under Age, or otherwiſe incapable by Law to accept of 
ſuch Allotments as ſhall be made by the ſaid Commiſſioners, are hereby enabled and required 
to accept thereof, for the Uſe of ſuch Perſon or Perſons, as if the ſaid Perſons had been of 
Age, or capable of acting for themſelves. | * 0 | | 
And be it further Enacted, by the Authority aforeſaid, That the ſaid Commiſſioners
